By September, 1966, the 
school's first anniver- 
sary, the entire building 
will be finished. 

The building has ten 
floors including the mez- 
zanine and basement. of 
the ten floors the second, 
third, and fourth floors 
and the basement are in 
use. In the basement are 
the cafeteria and the 
large room which will 
house the bookstore. The 
other large room will be a 
student meeting room, and 
the two smaller ones will 
be used as student organi- 
zation rooms for the news- 
paper and other activi- 
ties. The locker room was 
opened for student use on 
the 22nd of November. 

The first floor will 
house the reception area, 
adminiatrative, counsel- 
ling and admission offi- 
ces and the library. The 
library will be located 
near the large windows 
facing Eleventh Street. 
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Mr. Gotlobe,our ae 
has said that he and some 
5,000 books are ready for 
moving whenever the con- 
struction is completed. 
The tentative date for 
student use is the first 
of the year, around two or 


_ three days after the fac- 


ulty has reserved desired 
books. 

The mezzanine, which 
contains sixteen offices 
for faculty and personnel, 
is now completed. There 
was a technical problem 
involving the heat regula- 
tion which caused a delay.
